Federal disaster assistance 


Eastern Massachusetts com 
munities are now receiving federal 
checks, to help pay for the snow 
removal operations, Checks have 
been distributed to a number of com 
munities by Civil Defense, with the 
Tewksbury office of Civil Deféfise, at

Parking lot 
allowed 


At a recent public hearing the board 
of appeals voted unanimously to grant 
the application of David Scott to allow 
a reduction in the number of parking 
spaces required for a proposed 
professional building at 6 Middlesex 
Aveque. 

The new building is to be con- 
structed in conjunction with an ex- 
isting two and one-half story building 
on the 2.7 acre site 

Under Section IV-3 of the zoning 
bylaws, the property would require 
216 available parking spaces. Scott 
proposed the provision of 160 parking 
spaces for the present time, with a 
traffic flow one way from Middlesex 
Avenue through to Clark Street. An 
additional 31 spaces could be provided 
at a later date making a total of 191 
possible parking spaces.

Mr. and Mrs. William Bovitz 
abutters to the property, objected to 
the appeal because of the probable in- 
crease in traffic it would create 

Madelyn McKie, present at the 
hearing as an interested individual. 
expressed her approval of the plan 
She said she felt that the proposed 
professional building would aid the 
economic development of the town 
and that with a little give and take 
from all parties, a workable solution 
could be achieved. 

An appeal by Joseph Langone to 
build 12 homes on Mill Road did not 
fare as well. Ata public hearing held 
last month, the board of appeals voted 
unanimously to deny his petition for a 
variance on nine lots with sufficient 
frontage and area, but lacking proper 
depth. Several abutters were present 
to express their approval of the plan 
which would have provided for the 
paving of Mill Road. However, a% 
equal’ number of abutters in atten 
dance opposed the appeal because of 
the water shed area and the proper 
ty’s nearness tothe town wells.

Rt 
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Housing proposals under 


Three town boards met jointly in 
Wilmington Monday night for a 
preliminary discussion of two 
developers proposals for 25 units of 
federally funded family housing 

Members of the board of selectmen 
and the planning board responded to 
an invitation by the Wilmington Hous 
ing Authority to air their views on the 
feasibility of each proposal and its 


degree of conformity to town 
regulations and policy 

The two proposals received came 
from a field of 25 prospective bidders. 


Housing ‘Authority Director Henry 
Borrozzo attributed the small number 
of bids actually received to the 
stringency of the Housing Authority 
guidelines. 

‘It is interesting.” he said, “that 
the two bids received have two dis 
tinctly different concepts 

One of the proposals offered by the 
Wilmington West Associates, calls for 
a cluster type development complete 
with site maintenance and community 
building. The other, from Raymond 
Construction Co. of Bristol, R.1 
specifies scattered housing with one 
or more units on each of four sites 

Several people spoke favorably 
about the idea of scattered housing 

Jim Banda cited a survey recently 
published on cluster housing which he 
said indicated that construction of this 
type leads to the growth of ghettos 

Rocco DePasquale said that he 
would rather have the town have 
scattered subsidized housing which 
did not tend to stigmatize its tenants 
the way a project often did

Planning board member Walter 


Kenney questioned the wixdom: of 
building three and four bedroom 
homes on small lots without the 
benefit of town sewerage 

Selectmen and other town officials 
appeared to be not at all resigned to 
the prospect of low income housing 

DePasquale charged that, in a town 
with 2000 senior citizens, the basic 
need was housing for the elderly 

There is currently an average 
waiting period of four years for 
applicants to Deming Way, the town’s 
only existing housing for the elderly 

Borrazzo admitted that the 25 units 
granted the town by HUD were not 
designed directly for senior citizens. 
He added, however, that the Housing 
Authority hoped to direct the 10 one- 
bedroom units and at least some of 
the four two-bedroom units toward 
the needs of the elderly 

Both proposals contain provision for 
10 one-bedroom units, four two: 
bedroom units, nine three-bedroom 
units and two four-bedroom units 

There is,” said Borrazzo, A dis 
tinct need for housing on every level 
in Wilmington. We have a respon- 
sibility to provide housing for 
everyone in the town. 

The Housing Authority now has a 
list of approximately 80 families 
waiting for low income subsidized

Borrazzo added that the develop- 
ment of the 25 units of family housing 
would not stop the Housing Authority 
from following up on their appeal for 
110 units of housing for the elderly 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Arthur Spear said he did not unders: 
tand how the Housing Authority could 
consider cluster housing when the 
town has no areas zoned for cluster 
housing. He said he was greatly con 
cerned with the whole concept of low 
income housing 

“At every town meeting,” he said 
“whenever a developer wants to build 
multi-bedroom units, the people get 
up in arms." He we are going to build 
15 multi-bedroom units without the 
townspeople having so much as a 
vote.” 

Aldo Caira, however, said he wished 
to “’stand up and be counted.” 

I think there is a need for this type 
of housing," he began, “*but I want it 
to abide by the town's regulations and 
wishes. 

Reading the handwriting on the 
wall, he added that he would prefer to 
deal from a position of strength and 
choice rather than waif until the state 
or federal governinents force towns to 
accept housing because they do not 
have enough of a certain number of 
units to fill a quota 

“When I play cards, | like to deal a 
little,” Caira joked. 

Although the meeting was not a 
public one, comments were invited 
from the several observers present 
who lived in the areas being discuss 
ed 

William Jackson of Reading 

Avenue, one of the sites in the 
scattered housing proposal, said he 
felt some concern because the lot be 
ing considered was a natural drain for 
the surrounding area 

Flo Ryan of West Street said she 

had no objections to either of the 

proposed developments, but was 
merely present as an interested party. 

Selectman John Imbimbo wanted to 

know why the Housing Authority 
didn't just buy existing houses instead 
of building new ones. Hooper 
responded that this approach had been 
tried a few years back when the 
Wilmington Hodsing Authority w 
granted $350,000 to purchase 10 home: 
at a maximum cost of $35,000 each. 
At that time, he said, the Housing 
Authority was only able to secure four 
homes which were suitable, in regard 
to both price and specifications, and 
the remainder of the funds had to be 
returned 

Borrazzo stated that the purpose of 
the Monday night meeting was to get 
some cursory opinions about the 
proposals so that they might relay to 
HUD the town’s general feeling 

“If you feel we are going to have a 
lot of problems getting this 
developed,” he said Maybe neither 
one of these proposals is acceptable 
We will take this story back to HUD 
and maybe they will tell us to go out to 
bid again, perhaps writing in even 
more specifications." 

George Hooper, vice chairman of 
the Housing Authority, told officials, 
“Nothing has been accepted or re- 
jected by us yet. Your input is very 
important to us and we will not make 
any final decisions until after meeting 
with you again.” 

The meeting ended with an appeal 
by Hooper that townspeople support 
two petitions that are currently being 
circulated with the help of 
Wilmington High School's student 
government association 

The first of these seeks the support 
of citizens for the Housing Authority's 
appeal for state funds for housing for 
the elderly 

‘The second petition asks the depart- 
ment of community affairs to re- 
group Wilmington with other towns of 
its own size when it is being con- 
sidered for funds. Wilmington is now 
considered to be in the same ad- 
ministrative region as Melrose, 
Woburn, Everett and other large com- 
munities. This presents a hardship 
when competing for funds because 
larger cities have larger staffs with 
which to go after funding and because 
larger communities have greater 
needs and smaller towns grouped with 
them are more likely, to be overlook- 
ed

Sports Notebook 


Perreault

It may be three weeks before the 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
baseball opening day (April 17) - but 
that doesn’t stop Tewksbury High 
baseball coach John Perreault from 
sending a friendly jab coach Jimmy 
Gillis’ way. 

Wilmington High tipped Tewksbury 
twice last spring enroute to the MVC 
title and the Eastern Mass. cham- 
pionship, The Redmen were a game 
away from a dead heat on the final 
day of the season last year when the 
Wildcats’ ace righthander Jim 
Stewart chucked a no-hitter at 
Tewksbury to topple TMHS 1-0. The 
win gave Gillis’ team a 13-5 con- 
ference mark and sent them on their 
way to four wins and an Eastern Mass 
Division II title before Drury toppled 
the Cats 5-2 in the semifinal game of 
the State Baseball Tournament. 

With a break here and there 
Perreault knows that the Wildcat 
route to a title could have been follow- 
ed by Tewksbury. This spring he feels 
that “we'll either just make the tour- 
nament or just miss it." The two 
games with Wilmington will be impor- 
tant and Perreault after reading a 
Gillis quote in an earlier edition of the 
‘Town Crier had this to say last week 
as his 12 pitchers and catchers went 
about their work in the TMHS gym. 
“Yeah, they'll (the Wildcats) split 
with us if they keep giving Gillis’ 
clean-up hitters four strikes," laughed 
Perreault. The comment was in 
reference to the first game between 
the two teams last year when Stewart 
belted a grand slam homer in the 
fourth inning after the umpire ruled 
that an apparent third strike had been 
foul tipped. The Redmen fell behind 
7-1 in that game at WHS before com- 
ing back only to fall short 8-7. 

Wilmington was among the leaders 
in home runs last year - with good 
power from the right side. The 
Tewksbury coach took time out from 
his practice schedule to toss another 
jab in Wilmington's direction 

“Ask him (Gillis) if he’s going to 
leave that shortened storm fence up 
again this year to take advantage of 
his righthanded power hitters," 
chuckled Perreault. It's early spring 
and the TMHS coach is in rare form - 
even if it is his last season as the 
school’s varsity baseball coach. 

Perreault told me that he is leaving 
the coaching duties at TMHS after 
this year to devote more time to his 
job as head football coach at the 
University of Lowell. He also wants 
to spend more time with his six- 
month-old son Matthew. 

T'll miss the quotable Perreault. He 
always brought an added dimension to 
athletics with his wit and intelligence. 

When the game seemed cut and dried 
I could always count on the TMHS 
head coach to add just the right 
amount of spice. 

His last year should be interesting 
He has pitcher Matt Riddle back and 
seven solid starters in the field. The 
Wildcats won't be shrinking ‘violets 
however as they boast all-star second- 
baseman Steve Woods (.385) whom 
Perreault calls “the best all-round 
player in the league.” Shortstop Billy 
Blaisdell is back to team with Steve in 
the middle of the infield. The tandem 
should give Gillis one of the best - if 
not the best- double play combination 
in the MVC. Tewksbury’s pair of 
Mark Morin and Jimmy Lynch (an 
MVC All-Star last year) are solid, but 
Lynch has been sidelined three weeks 
with a separated right shoulder and it 
looks like he'll miss three more weeks 
with the injury sustained in a pickup 
hockey game. Lynch led the Redmen 
with a .351 bat mark last spring along 
with pacing the team in hits, RBI's 
and stolen bases. If he can’t perform 
at his peak Tewksbury could be in 
trouble in the middle of the infield 

Wilmington appears solid down the 
middle with the Blaisdell-Woods com- 
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sends Gillis a springtime jab

back in the outfield and lanky Randy 
Foster returns at third base. 

There is first base and an outfield 
spot to be filled in Wilmington - but 
the big question mark for Gillis 
appears to be pitching. He had the ad- 
vantage last year of having Stewart 
who could pitch two games in one 
week if necessary. Perreault admits 
that Stewart was the difference a year 
ago and without him the Cats will 
have to come up with at least two kids 
who can throw strikes consistently 
You don't find many players who can 
hit 403 and win 13 games with an ERA 
of under 1.00, You also don't find 
many-bo; the haart of catcher 
Bob Woods - who came back after an 
early season injury last spring to be 
the conference all-star catcher while 
hitting .353. The other big gap that 
Gillis has to fill is in leftfield, where 
Bruce Butters was an all-star with a 
403 bat mark and a school record 25 
base hits, It’s safe to say that 
whomever steps in for these three 
kids will have to do a super job for 
Wilmington to make a serious run at 
the top. 


MVC mini-preview 

In another week I should be able to 
dive head first into my pre-season 
MVC baseball picks. Right now I'll 
just offer some sketchy outlines on 
some of the better clubs around the 
conference. 

Methuen, with fireballing 
righthander Frank Riley back along 
with most of its lettermen from a year 
ago looks like the team to beat on 
paper.

Born January 29, 1892 in 
Wilmington Mr. Buzzell was 
the only child of Dr. Daniel 
Thompson Buzzell and Mary 
Louisa (White) Buzzell. His 
father practiced medicine in 
Wilmington for many years 

Mr. Buzzell was a Phi Beta 
Kappa graduate of Yale in 
1913 and received his law 
degree from the Yale Law 
School in 1915. He became 
associated with Hemenway 
and Barnes that same year 

He was a scoutmaster for 
the Wilmington Boy Scout 
troop during the summers of 
his college years, and later 
continued as treasurer of the 


troop. 
Mr. Buzzell served as a first

lieutenant in the Army Signal 
Corps during the First World 
War, graduating as an officer 
at Piattsburg, N.Y. 

He married Rhoda Helen 
White on August 27, 1917. Mr.

The World of 
Philip Buzzell 


Philip Buzzell renewed his 
automobile driver's license, two years 
ago. The license was good for four 
years. Philip was then 84 years old. 

He observed to his friends that the 
Commonwealth had more faith in him 
than he did in himself. It was a 
remark that was typical of his humor. 

A quiet man, one of the more 
prestigious attornies of 
Massachusetts, Philip Buzzell had a 
recommen ation for his first job that 
has rarely, if ever been exceeded 

He was recommended by William 
Howard Taft, a man who had been the 
President of the United States, and 
wtio was shortly to become the Chief 
Justice of the United States. Does any 
young lawyer need a better 
recommendation” 

Philip had just graduated from the 
Yale School of Law (1915) and Taft 
was the Dean of that school. He 
recommended Philip to the firm of 
Hemenway & Barnes, in Boston. Ex- 
cept for his World War I service 
Philip Buzzell stayed with Hemenway 
& Barnes for the rest of his life. 
Almost daily, during the past winter, 
and up until about two weeks ago, he 
was to be observed driving his car to 
the Wilmington depot, to take the 
train to Boston and to his old office at 
73 Tremont Street, as he had done for 
60 years. 

There are many, many things that 
can be said about Philip Buzzell, and 
one has to go back to his parents to 
begin the tale. 

His father was a Vermonter - and a 
Democrat. He became Wilmington's 
physician back,n the latter part of the 
19th century. Democrats were very 
rare in Wilmington in those days. 

Philip too, became a Democrat. 
Not the modern variety, but an Ely 
Democrat, a conservative sort of per- 
son who was always the champion of 
the underdog. Ely iis the name of a 
former Massachusetts governor of 
whom Mr. Buzzell was proud to know. 

Philip grew up in what is now called 
Wilmington Square. He was probably 
born in the old Blanchard farmhouse, 
which stood where the NET&T 
building js now, and° Which was, 
among other things, Wilmington’s 
first post office. 

Wilmington at that time had its 
railroad station to the south of the 
Burlington Avenue bridge. There was 
a hall, Ames Hall, at the corner, 
where occasionally there were Indian 
Medicine shows, and where the first 
meetings were held of what became 
the Wilmington Methodist Church. 

A little further to the north was the 
home of Mrs. Dr. Frances Hiller, the 
famed “Casket Woman," and still a 
little further north Dr. Buzzell was to 
build his home, now the Cavanaugh 
Funeral Home. 

When the railroad depot caught fire, 
Mrs. Buzzell was one of the persons 
who helped to move the contents to a

He is a past president 
of the Wildlife Sanctuary in Ipswich 
Tuttle is the author, too, of a paper 
describing 48 types of ferns which he 
found growing in the Town Park, in* 
Wilmington 

The Garden in the Woods, of which 
he is now a trustee, has more than 4,- 
000 species and varieties of native 


the Woods 


of the more unusual species of other 
countries, Many of the plants are ex- 
tremely rare and difficult to grow and 
propogate 

The Garden was created by Will C. 
Curtis and his partner Howard O. 
Stiles back in 1931. In 1965 Curtis and 
Stiles gave the Garden in the Woods to 
the New England Wild Flower Socie- 
ty. The society has since purchased 
additional acreage to bring the boun- 
daries to their present limits. 

It is, Tuttle reports, a place for peo- 
ple to enjoy, appreciate, use and help 
conserve. It provides a place for 
children to learn about nature and 
adults to learn about) wild flowers and 
their cultivation.

When Philip first went to school it 
was to the spanking brand new Walker 
School, built in 1896. He was in that 
school when Mrs. Hiller died, and he 
could recall how the children were let 
out of their classes to watch the big 
black hearse, drawn by black horses, 
‘on its way to Wildwood Cemetery. 

Philip was a chubby red-head. One 
episode comes down from his high 
school days - the high school being the 
present Curriculum Center on 
Middlesex Avenue 

‘There was, unbelievably, a high 
school football team. There were no 
uniforms, the boys played in their or- 
dinary street clothes. It hardly seems 
that there was any inter-town com- 
petition 

Eddie Neilson, a classmate, was in 
that team, and Eddie was a pretty 
good athlete. He could elude any 
tackler - except Philip Buzzell. 

Philip used Eddie's collar - a stiff 
starched thing that was worn in those 
days, as a point of attack. He would 
get his hands on Eddie's collar from 
behind, and there would be a twist, 
and down would go Eddie 

Philip went to Yale, and then to 
Yale Law, and was recommended to 
the firm of Hemenway and Barnes by 
Dean William Howard Taft. It was at 
this time (1916) that he founded the 
first Boy Scout troop in Wilmington, 
and began his long history of civic ser- 
vice 4 

He went away to the war and 
returned. In 1921 he became the Town 
Counsel. He served on the School 
Committee, and the Library Board, 
the latter for over 50 years. In fact he 
was a member éf the Board of 
Trustees on the day that he passed on, 

Coincidently he served as 
Moderator to Wilmington, along with 
his service to Town Counsel. Philip 
wore two hats. In some towns, on 
some occasions, the Moderator can 
overrule the Town Counsel. That 
could not happen in Wilmington, not 
for 34 years 

His neighbor, Caleb Harriman, used 
to file the nomination papers for 
Philip Buzzell, to serve as Moderator, 
every spring. One spring, about 1953 
or 80, Caleb overlooked that duty. 
That was the year Philip retired as 
Moderator, and in the next meeting 
there was an occasion for the new 
moderator, David Elfman, to over 
rule the Town Counsel. 

It was strictly legitimate, but it was 
something that had not happened in a 
town meeting for a third of a century. 
Philip was overruled, the town 
meeting gave a collective gasp, and 
Philip quietly resumed his seat. 

“Competence, Excellence and 
Perfection itself." ‘That was the way 
that Joseph Healey, president of the 
Middlesex National Bank rated Philip 
Buzzell 

Buzzell, he deolared, ‘‘had a 
memory like a modern computor.’” 
He could reaci. into a pile of briefs and 
successfully pull out those he sought 
at the first try.” “He could stand 
before the bar, and without notes cite 
case after case which bore on the 
question about which he was talking.” 

‘That was the opinion of an attorney, 
and a former partner of Philip: 
Buzzell. The opinion of Philip's 
townspeople was similar, but of 
course at the same time, different 
They knew him as a neighbor. 

It was sometime in the late 1920s: 
that Wilmington became aware of the: 
role that Philip Buzzell had played, in: 
what was probably one of the biggest 
lawsuits to be held, up to that time, in 
Massachusetts. 

The case involved Jordan Marsh, 
the big Boston store. Mr, Buzzell 
represented that store, and he won the 
case 

While the details of the trial were 
probably not accurately recounted by 
his fellow townsmen, there is no doubt 
but that everyone in Wilmington knew 
that Philip had won his case, and that 
he had made his mark. “The Million 
Dollar Case," it was called, in 
Wilmington, a term that could have 
been totally incorrect. Every farmer 
in Wilmington knew that Philip had 
won, and every farmer rejoiced 

Yes; that was a Hemenway & 
Barnes case. Philip was then a junior 
member of-the firm. In time to come 
he was to become the senior member 

He had a simple formula on how to 
become the senior member of a law 
firm. 

The way that any attorney becomes 


" the senior member of a law firm is 


simple, Philip said. He just lives 
longest, and. he stays out of jail

first began the company. The punch presses 
in use now are the very machines that were 
used in the 1900's. “If a car was built like 
these machines," said co-owner Bergholtz 
“you'd never need another one. 

‘The machine feeds two narrow spools of 
paper - one with a sticky adhesive and 
another without - through the punch press 
‘The paper is stuck together, folded, shaped 
and cut out, resulting in 600 mounting corners 
per minute. Ace Art uses about 40 of these 
punch presses, which require almost no 
supervision. After leaving the machines, the 
corners are placed in storage bins, which hold 
millions of the tiny items, until the product is 
ready for packaging and delivery
